"Western theatar: A night atinck

“In the weatern portion of Ar-
gonnes, a part of the sarmy under the
rrown prince. stormed a point of support.
Northwest of T.e Four De Paris we ad-
vanced by atorm over a front of five
kilometers (three miles, long and from
$00 to M0 meters wide. This WwWas car-
ried out by the Wurtemburgian ‘roops.

“Twenty-fiva officers and 1,710 men
wers mads prisoners. Fighteen machine
gune, forty mine throwers and one re-
volver cannon was captured. The French
losses were Important.

‘“In the Voages, on Hilfenfirst, we took
an enemy work. Attempts made by the
epnemy to recapture it were repulsed
Thresa officers and 140 men fell Into our
hande.

“Eastern theater: BSoutheast of Kal-
warys, after stubborn fighting, wo took
a mine position from the enemy and made
0 Russlan prisoners.

“Aoutheastern theater: After storming
ihe helghta southeast of Bukassowloe,
north of Halies, the Ruseians nlong the
whole front from the district of Maryam-
pol to just morth of Firjllow, have been
obliged to retreat. Troops under General
Von Lingeingen are pursuing the de-
fented enemy.

“Up to yesterday we had taken 7,745
prisoners, of wham 11 are officers. Wa
also captured elghteen machine guns.

“The army of Feld Marshal Von
Mackenzen has driven back the ensmy
west of Zamose, after continuous fight-
ing over tha Labunka and Por sector and
has crossed these rivers In part. Fur-
ther to the waest the enemy position of
the line of Turobin-Krasnik-Josefow, the
iantter place om the Vistula, has been
boeen veached (Josefow is & town on the
Vistula twenty-five miles north of Band-
omiers. Krasnik lles twelve miles east
of Jozefow and Turobin ls twenty-five
miles still further to the east.)

“The forward positions at Stronza and
Krasnik and these places thamselves wero
ococupled yesterday.

“To the west of the Vistula river the
Russians under pressure of our atlack
evaouated thelr bridgehead positions near
Tarlow, Both banka of the Kaolenna are
clear of the enemy.
